MEETS KINSMAN OF 
GEO. WASHINGTON 
Descendant of Vanquished 


Shakes Hands With Great 
Grand-Nephew of Victor.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—Lord 


Cornwallis, to use his own words, 
yesterday “patched up the ancient 
differences between Great Britain 
and the United States’” by shaking 
the hand of W. Sheldon Washing- 
ton, great grand-nephew of the 


General who forced the surrender 
of the nobleman’s ancestor in the 
decisive battle of the Revolutfon- 
ary War. 

The ceremony took place on the 
steps of George Washington's head- 
quarters at Vailey Forge. It cli- 
maxed the day’s celebration com- 
memorating the 200th anniversary 
of the founding of Masonry in 
Pennsylvania. 

Lord Cornwallis, right worship- 
ful deputy grand master of the 
British Masons, is here ag the per- 
sonal representative of the Duke 
of Connaught, Grand Master of the 
United Lodge of England. Lord 
Cornwallis will attend the York- 
town pageant before sailing for En- 
gland Oct. 28. 

On his arrival, Lord Cornwallis, 
ruddy-faced and jovial, had said in 
answer to a question that he 
“can't see any reason why Brit- 
ish feelings should be hurt by re- 
enactment of Gen. Cornwallis’ sgur- 
render at Yorktown.”

CHRISTENED BY MRS. HOOVER 


“American Clipper” to Be Flagship 
of Pan-American Fleet; Seats 
for 40 Passengers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Chris- 
tened by Mrs. Hoover as t he 
“American Clipper,” the giant Si- 
korsky flying boat S-40 today be- 
gan its official flight career, with 
diplomatic notables as passengers. 

The huge plane, which will be the 
flagship of the Pan-American Air- 
ways fleet and will fly over the 
Caribbean, was crristened with a 
bottle of water from that sea. 

As Mrs. Hoover's arm descended, 
smashing the bottle against the 
nose of the great flying boat, she 
Said: “I name t hee the American 
Clipper.” 

Ambassador Ferrara of Cuba pre-

craft. 

The ship, the largest flying boat 
constructed in America, seats be-

The 
machine weighs 17 tons, with ca- 
pacity load, and has a cruising 
speed of 115 miles an hour and a 
maximum speed of 135 miles.

AID TO GANGSTER 
HELD WITHOUT BAIL 


Philip D’Andrea, Body- 
guard, Must Defend Self 
Tomorrow for Taking 
Pistol Into Court. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—‘Scarface” 


Al Capone was without a body- 
guard today as he heard hig pri- 
vate affairs discussed before a jury 


in United States Circuit Court 
where he is on trial for income tax 
evasion. 

Philip D’Andrea, Capone’s bdédy- 
guard and companion during the 
trial, is in the county jail, facing 
a contempt of court charge for 
carrying a pistol into court. 

Capone’s two attorneys were busy 
making light of the Government's 
testimony in his income tax trial. 
It was all old stuff to Capone— 
how he paid $12,500 for automo- 
biles. $27.50 for shirts, $4.95 for 
neckties. 

For a man who never paid an 
income tax, the Government at- 
tempted to show that Capone was 
considerable of a spendthrift. When 
he wanted an automobile he or- 
dered one especially made to suit 
his purposes and paid $12,500 for 
it. When he ran short of shirts, 
he stopped in at a large Loop de- 
partment store, ordered a dozen 
custom made, at $18 to $27.50 each. 

Furniture purchased in 1928 for 
the Palm Island (Fla.) estate of 
the gangster cost $7289.15 and was 
promptly paid for, testified Jean 
Rieves, bookkeeper. It included a 
$60 pair of Chinese bowls and a 
cellarette, price not stated. 

Chinese Rugs $1312. 

Chinese rugs sent to Capone's 

Paul M.' 
Mincer testified, $825 worth were 
sent to the Florida estate and $706 
to the Capone office in a Chica- 
go hotel. 
Guy C. Buxtom, the salesman 
who ordered Capone’s custom built 
automobile in 1924, said the $12,- 
500 car was traded in and $3500 
cash added for a new one two years 
later. 

Two department store employes 
who sold the gangster his haber- 
dashery said that when the “big 
fellow’ bought himself some finery 
he usually purchased some more 
for the men who accompanied him. 

For instance, one one occasion in 
1928, when he bought for himself 
28 $4.95 ties and 28 $2.75 handker- 
chiefs, he also fitted out three com- 
panions with six ties and six hand- 
kerchiefs each. 

Interior Decoration. 

C. A. Roy, interior decorator of 
Miami Beach, Fla., testified that 
for his work in 1929 and 1930 on 
the Capone estate in Florida he 
was paid about $1500, always in 
currency. 

The , gangster’s preference for 
elephants carved from ivory as or- 
naments was disclosed by F. L. 
Wehrman, a furniture salesman, 
who said he sold Capone “between 
$3000 and $4000 worth of home 
furnishings” during 1927, 1928 and 
1929. Several items for elephants 
were listed. 

Johanna Sullivan said the auto 
sales company which employed her 
as bookkeeper:’sold Capone an au- 
tomobile for $5380.75. 

Nobody Would Sign Register. 

Capone’s habit of moving from 
one hotel to another in Chicago 
was described by Clerk Housen of 
the Lexington Hotel, which is still 
the gangsters’ headquarters, 

When the gang leader and his 
retinue moved to the Lexington 
July 30, 1928, “I could get nobody 
to sign the register,” Housen tes- 
tified. He said he made up some 
names himself, signing “George 
Phillips” for the three-room suite 
occupied by Capone, and “Joseph 
Jacobs and family” for several 
other rooms in which Capone's 
“boys” lived. There may have been 
10 or 15, maybe 20, in the party, 
Housen’ said. 

He had nothing to do with the 
bills, Housen said, but he under- 
stood “Buttsie’’ paid for every- 
thing. He did not identify “Butt- 
sie” but spelled the name carefully 
to court reporters. 

Russell Garnett of Miami testi- 
fied he"had leased Capone a home 
for the winter of 1927-28 for $2500. 
This was before the gangster 
bought his Palm Island estate‘ at 
Miami Beach. 

Aid Held Without Bail. 

D’Andrea was told today that he 
was in serious difficulties 4nd was 
given until tomorrow to defend 
himself. Meanwhile he was or- 
dered held without bail.

HOOVER ASSAILS 
MAKING HEROES. 
OF CRIMINALS 


Would Displace Glorifica- 
tion of Cowardly Gangs- 
ters With Exaltation of 
Law Officers. 


TALKS BY RADIO 
TO POLICE CHIEFS 


Deplores Loopholes in Stat- 
utes That Permit Irre- 
sponsible Lawyers to Pro- 
tect the Guilty. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. i2,— 
Change in public sentiment, shift- 
ing from the criminal to the po- 
liceman the role of popular hero, 
was advocated today by President 
Hoover as one means of stamping 
out excessive crime. 

In a radio message to the open- 
ing meeting of the Internationa! 
Association of Chiefs of Police at 
St. Petersburg, Fla., he condemned 
the “glorification of cowardly gang- 
sters.’’ The President spoke from 
the Cabinet room of the White 
House. 

The President’s address follows: 

“It is my privilege on behalf of 
the Government to greet the dele- 
gates to the thirty-eighth annual 
convention of the International As- 
sociation of Police Chiefs meeting 
at St. Petersburg. I wish to adda 
cordial welcome to those delegates 
and guests who have come from 
beyond our shores. 

“In the United States a major 
responsibility rests upon the shoul- 
ders of our Chiefs of Police. Ours 
is a form of government where the 
task and responsibility of mainte- 
nance of organized society through 
its never-ending battle against 
crime rests upon each local cow- 
munity. 

Making Herofs of Criminals. 

“The Chiefs of Police occupy a 
position of high command in that 
service. In not a few of our com- 
munities the police have been sub- 
ject to criticism. That criticism 
arises fromthe exception and ‘rot 
the rule in police conduct. 

“‘Moreover:. there is a sentimental- 
ism in some people which makes 
popular heroes out of criminals 
which needs replacement by a senti- 
mentalism that makes a popular 
hero of the policeman for the cour- 
age and devotion he shows in pro- 
tection of our citizens. 

“Instead of the glorification of 
cowardly gangsters we need the 
glorification of policemen who do 
their duty and give their lives in 
public protection. 


“The police perform an unending 
task, not alone in the mothering of 
the children on our streets and in 
the good humored dissolution of 
traffic jams, but in this incessant 
war against criminals. 

“If the police had the vigilant, 
universal backing of public opinion 
in their communities, if they had 
the implacable support of the pro- 
secuting authorities and the courts, 
if our criminal laws in their en- 
deavor to protect the innocent did 
not furnish loopholes through 
which irresponsible, yet clever 
criminal lawyers daily find devices 
of escape for the guilty, I am con- 
vinced that our police would stamp 
out the excessive crime and re- 
move the world-wide disrepute 
which has disgraced some of our 
great cities. 

Defeating the Law. 

“The police by instinct are the 
enemies of gang activities, rob- 
beries, holdups, and ruthless mur- 
der. But so long as criminals can 
proceed with the smug assurance 
that they can defeat the law there 
is a constant discouragement to the 
police. I wonder at times that they 
maintain the vigilance and courage 
they do against the odds with 
which they have to contend. 

“I extend to you my cordial good 
wishes for a helpful convention. I 
know there will emerge from col- 
lective council at your meeting an 
increased skill and resourcefulness 
and deeper devotion ‘in advance- 
ment of public welfare. I look 
forward confidently to the day 
when the moral forces of every 
community will rally to your sup- 
port in the fight against crime 
everywhere.” ;

Thomas Hamilton Greenwood 
Jr., @ young salesman, with no 
prévious police record, was arrest- 
ed as he came out of church yes- 
terday because his automobile with 
a Pennsylvania license resembled 
one used in' several recent hold- 
ups. 

Indignant at first, he confessed, 


after being identified, that he had 
robbed three gasoline filling  sta- 
tions, two Kroger groceries, and 
had shot the manager of a Kroger 
store when attempting a_i sixth 
holdup Friday morning. 

Greenwood, 23 years old, resid- 
ing with his»parents at 1128 Pes- 
talozzi street, said the robberies 
were committed because he was “a 
little hard up.” 

At 11:30 a. m., Sergt. William 
Immken and Patrolman James 
F. Thompson of the Wyom- 
ing street station, noticed a ma- 
roon Chevrolet coach with Penn- 
sylvania license plates parked near 
the Olive Branch Congregational 
Church, 2201 Sidney street. 

Recalling that such a car had 
been described by victims and wit- 
nesses of recent robberies, they 
telephoned Police Capt. Agee, who 
with four men, waited in hiding for 
the driver of the car to. arrive. 
Shortly after noon, two young men 
and a girl came out of the church 
and got in the coach. . Capt. Agee 
and his men approached the car 
and asked the driver to accompany. 


‘them to the station. 


Clerks Identify Greenwood, _. 

The other young man, a Wernitist, | 
also was taken into custody and the 
girl, his sister, went home with 
fricnds. At the police station the 
dentist was speedily released but 
Greenwood, the owner of the Chevy- 
rolet, was held despite his protesta- 
tious. 

Capt. Agee sent for two clerks in 
the Kroger store at 2939 Park ave- 
nue where the manager, Horace L. 
Ettinger, was shot in the face and 
seriously wounded. Both _ said 
Greenwood was the robber. 

“And I suppose they’ think 
they’re right,’’ said Greenwood. 
“T’ll tell you how it was. My car 
was parked outside the store and I 
waz on my way in when a man 
came running cut and bumped into 
me and knocked my hat off. He 
jumped into my car and drove 
away. I ran after him and after two 
blocks, he got into another car and 
abandoned mine. I took my car 
then and went on about my busi- 
ness. 

It was a good explanation. Too 
good, in fact, Capt. Agee thought. 
He had been about tof question 
Greenwood on the fact that just out- 
side the store, after Ettinger was 
shot, a hat was found containing 
the initials T. H. G. Jr. Here was 
the hat glibly explained. He took 
Greenwood to City Hospital where 
Ettinger identified him. Several 
other victims of robberies identi- 
fied him and finally Greenwood 
said, ‘Well, I'm the man. I'll tell 
you all about it.” 


Tels of Shooting. 


And so he did. Until last March, 
the young man said, he was a 
salesman in Pittsburg. Then he 
lost his position and came home.

Regulated Inflation Here 
Would Be Beneficial.

Foreigners possessing assets 
in the United States have been 
withdrawing them, but America’s 
large stock of gold makes it pos- 
sible to meet the situation without 
the risk of compromising the sta- 
bility of the dollar.”

Yale Professor and War Nurse 
Sought Rehearing on Citizenship

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Pleas 
that the Supreme Court reconsider 
its stand that an applicant for citi- 
zenship must take an oath to fight, 
if necessary, for this country today 
failed.

HITLER READY

Dr. Schacht, Former Head 
of Reichsbank, Says True 
State of | Country’s 
Foreign Indebtedness Is 
Being Withheld.

HARZBURG, Germany, Oct. 12. 


—The leaders of the Nationalist op- 
position united their forces today 
for a contest in the Reichstag to- 


ment of Chancellor Bruening. 
They drew inspiration from a 
joint meeting of the National So- 


cialists, Nationalists, Steel-Helmet- 
ers and other Rightist groups, 
which transformed this . peaceful 
spa into a military camp yesterday. 
Military commands were snapped 
out, the Fascist salute was ex- 
changed and heels clicked in war- 
time fashion as clergymen invoked 
divine aid on “this decisive day for 
the liberation of the fatherland.” 

Adolf Hitler, leader of the brown- 
shirted “‘Nazis,” said in an address 
that the Bruening Government was 
responsible for all of Germany's 
troubles and that the nation must 
be prepared to wage war if neces- 
sary to regain its freedom. 

“We must bring the German peo- 
ple up to the same standards of 
honor that other nations have,” he 
said. 3 

Referring to France, he said 
tbat while*the German people were 
faced with economic ruin, “the mil- 
itary power of one European na- 
tion ts being elevated to a hege- 
mony that most seriously threatens 
peace.” | 

Dr. Alfred Hugenberg, National- 
ist party head, carried out Hitler's 
theme with the sfatement that the 
purpose of Premier Laval’s coming 
visit to the United States was to 
link the two greatest gold-holding 
nations in the world and to dis- 
suade America from her disarma- 
ment program. 

“America will be too wise for 
that,” he said. “America ought to 
do everything to break the power 
of international capitalism— 
against France and with England 
and Germany.” 

He warned Chancellor Bruen- 
ing’s Cabinet: “Get out or we will 
storm your ramparts.” 

Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, former 
head of the Reichsbank, eaid the 
Government was withholding the 
true state of the country foreign 
indebtedness and that the Reich- 
bank’s gold coverage was made up 
partly of “several million marks of 
borrowed foreign exchange which 
soon must be repaid,” 

A resolution was adopted de- 
manding the immediate resigna- 
tions of the Federal and Prussian 
Governments and stating the op- 
position’'s willingness to assume 
power, declaring that Germany 
must decide between Communism 
and Nationalism. 


Cabinet Summoned to Consider Ac- 
tion Against Schacht,

WORLD ECONOMICS 
TO BE CONSIDERED 


_Invitation Sent by State De- 
partment After Mussolini 
Indicated He Could Not 
Go to U. S.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Italy’s 


statesman who proposed the one- 
yedr naval holiday and President 
Hoover will discuss personally next 
month the intricacies of disarma- 
ment and world economics. 
Following closely the visit to 
Washington of Premier Laval of 
France, Signor Grandi, Foreign 
Minister of Italy, will arrive in 
early November. No decision has 
been reached yet as to whether 
British and German statesmen also 


will come here for similar discus- 
sions. 

Conversations between both the 
French and Italian statesmen and 
Mr. Hoover are certain to drift 
swiftly from disarmament to eco- 
nomics. 

President Hoover, in his search 
for world economic recovery, has 
voiced repeatedly a belief that 
while European nations continue to 
spend enormous sums On arma- 
ments they car.not alleviate mate- 
rially their financial troubles. 

His advisors have suggested that 
in discussions with Premier Laval, 
drastic European disarmament 
must be considered in connection 
with further curtailment of war 
debts and reparations payments. 
No deviation from this policy is 
likely during the visit of Minister 
Grandi. 

Purpose of Meetings. 

From these two informal meet- 
ings, President Hoover is hopeful 
of laying the groundwork for suc- 
cessful decreasing of military and 
naval expen‘itures after the dis- 
armament conference next Febru- 
ary. Neither France nor Italy were 
full parties to the London disarm- 
ament treaty and any pledges by 
them for arms cuts would improve 
the outlook for the February con- 
ference. 

The State Department, in an- 
nouncing the approaching visit of 
Grandi, said he would sail from 
Naples for New York on Nov. 7. 
He will spend about 10 days in 
this country. 

The formal invitation to Signor 
Grandi was delivered Saturday in 
Rome and its acceptance was im- 
mediately a~:tounced. The State 
Departmc~t. said “‘the President 
would have been plecsed to have 
received the head of the Italian 
Government, but knowing that he 
could not avail himself at this time 
of such an invitation, the Secretary 
of State has expressed to the Ital- 
ian Minister for Foreign Affairs 
the pleasure it would give him if 
he would visit Washington.”’ 

The invitation to Grandi stated 
that “both the President and the 
Secretary of Sta‘2 feel that such an 
opportunity for personal acquaint- 
ance and discussion would be of 
the greatest value.” 


Mussolini Declined Invitation to Go 
to Washington,

Japan of interests in China, par- 


ticularly in Mancuhria, where the 
Japenese own and control the South 
Manchurian Railway. After de- 
feating Russia in 1905, Japan took 
over, through a treaty with China, 
the Russian concession in Man- 
churia, consisting of a railway from 
Changchun, in Northern Man- 
churia, to Port Arthur on the Yel- 
low Sea. The concession included 
a lease of Kwantung territory, the 
small peninsula jutting out into the 
Yellow Sea at the southern extrem- 
ity of Manchuria, where Port Ar- 
thur was situated. It included, also, 
a line which Japan has hastily built 
during the Russian War from An- 
tung, on the Korean border, to 
Mukden, where it joined the main 
line. The leases extended 90 years 
and included a right-of-way on 
each side of the railroad as well as 
concessions for coal mines in Fuch- 
an, iron mines and factories. 

Japan developed the railways 
into a thoroughly equipped and 
highly efficient system. Sub- 
sequently, Japan built a_ railroad 
from Changchun to Tunhua. with 
the permission of the Chinese, in- 
tending to continue the line to the 
coast of the Sea of Japan as a 
short route from Northern Man- 
churia to Japan. The Chinese, 
however, stopped it at Tunhua,. The 
Japanese built about 30 miles from 
Port Arthur, the port of Dairen, 
one of the best ports in the Orient 
and the only good port in Man- 
churia giving access for steamer 
lines through the Yellow Sea to the 
Pacific Ocean. Japan _ controls 
4646 miles of railway in Manchuria. 


Clash With Chinese Troops. 


During the World War the Jap- 
anese defeated the Germans at 
Tsingtao in Shantung province of 
China proper, across the Yellow 
Sea from Dairen, and took over 
German concessions which con- 
sisted of the city of Tsingtao and a 
railway line to Tsinanfu, with con- 
tiguous territory. Subsequently, 
under strong protest, Japan gave 
up this concession, but retained a 
financial interest in the railway 
with the privilege of appointing 
several officials to safeguard its 
interests. It was at Tsinanfu, the 
terminus of this line, that the Jap- 
anese, on the plea of protecting 
Japanese residents, had a _ clash 
wish Gen. Chiang-Kai-shek on his 
march from Canton to Pekin. Chi- 
ang-Kai-shek avoided war, but the 
attack of the Japanese caused 
widespread resentment throughout 
China. Japanese soldiers were ac- 
cused of shooting down Chinese, 
men and women, without discrimi.- 
nation. That feeling of resentment 
has never been allayed, but 
strengthened. And through the 
propaganda of the Nanking gov- 
ernment and Chinese organizations 
against foreign concessions of any 
kind in China has been centered on 
the South Manchurian railway, 
which runs through the heart of 
Manchuria and handles a great 
part of the traffic, especially the 
foreign trade, through Daltren.

The Chinese complain that the 
treaty under which Japan Icases 
the llroad and these territorios 
was forced upon them.

The Japa- 
nese, however, except for formal 
protest in maintenance of their 
rights, have ignored the violations 
of the treaty and have attempted 
to maintain friendly and co-opera- 
tive relations. The anti-Japanese 
feeling, however, is so strong that 
the slightest incident causes it to 
flare up throughout China, 


The present trouble was caused 
by an attack of Chinese farmers 
on settlers from Korea, now Japa- 
nese subjects. The Koreans _ in 
China, numbering about 1,000,000, 
have’ complained of persecution by 
the Chinese and injustice of Chi- 
nese courts handling their cases. 
A group of Korean settlers had 
been induced by Chinese agents to 
buy land at Wanpaoshan, near 
Changchun, with pledges that they 
would be permitted to dam the 
Stung River and dig irrigation 
ditches for the cultivation of rice. 
When the Koreans attempted to 
build the dam and dig the ditches, 
Chinese farmers objected for vati- 
ous reasons and attacked the Ko- 
reans, with the backing of Chinese 
police, and destroyed their work. 
A small force of Japanese police 
was sent to protect them. A clash 
occurred between the Japanese po- 
lice and the Chinese farmers, but 
there were no casualties, 


Korean Disturbance Magnified. 


This Wanpaoshan incident was 
greatly magnified in publications 
in Korea and in China. The Chi- 
nese declared that the Japanese 
police had gone out of their zone 
to attack the Chinese farmers and 
had killed several of them. This 
version of it was spread over China 
and the feeling was greatly aggra- 
vated by the reprisals of the 
Koreans in Korea who mobbed 
Chinese there and destroyed both 
lives and property. The Chinese 
also accused the Japanese Govern- 
ment of promoting the disorders 
against the Chinese in Korea and 
in Manchuria in order to seize ad- 
ditional territory and eventually 
take possession of Manchuria. Anti- 
Japanese boycott associations were 
revived and anti-Japanese feeling 
was aroused to a high pitch, result- 
ing in the attacks on Japanese 
and Japanese property in Man- 
churia, The attack on C. T. Wang, 
Chinese Foreign Minister, by Chi- 
nese students of Nanking demon- 
strates the intensity of feeling. The 
Nanking Government has tried to 
allay the feeling and restrain dis- 
order but without much effect. 


Tokio Disclaims Ambition. 


The Japanese Government has dis- 
claimed any territorial or political 
aims in Manchuria and declrres its 
sole objective is the development of 
Manchurian resources and trade, 
but asserts its determination to re- 
tain its rights under the treaties 
with China and to protect Japanese 
lives and property. It was to pro- 
tect lives and property from al- 
leged attacks by Chinese civilians 
and soldiers that Japan seized Muk-

den and sent soldiers to other 
points outside of its privileged zone. 

The South Manchurian Railway 
is extremely valuable to the Jap- 
anese, not only on account of the 
access it gives them to raw inate- 
rials in Marfchuria and its profit- 
able traffic and trade, but from the 
standpoint of protective military 
strategy. The railroad system and 
the port offer a strong safeguard 
against attack by either the Chi- 
hese or Russians, 

Russian Railway Holding. 

The Russians own a half interest 
in the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
'which runs from the Trans-Siberian 
Railway to Viadivostok with a 
branch from Harbin to Changchun, 
the terminus of the South Manchu- 
rian line. It will be recalled that 
the Chinese turew the Russians out 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway two 
years ago, but were compelled by 
military force to restore the Rus- 
sian rights. 

The Nanking Government, with 
its lack of rez »urces and many trou- 
bles on account of factional rebel- 
lions, flood and famine, is not in a 
position to undertake war. And 
Chang Hsue-liang, the young 
Manchurian war lord, uncer condi- 
tions with which he has to deal, 
would hardly be guilty of the folly 
of going to war with Japan. The 
popular hatred of Japan in both 
Manchuria and China proper makes 
the situation critical and difficult 
to handle.

GOES TO TRIAL ON 
“FORGERY CHARGE 


St. Louis Representative Ac- 
cused of Signing Name of 
Lawrence Huegel Jr. to 
Clerical Warrant.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 12.— 
The trial of State Representative 
Clifford C. Rens of the Second 8&t. 
Louls District on a charge of for- 
gery, in connection with alleged 
padding of the House clerical pay- 
rolis during the 1931 session of the 
Legislature, began today in Cole 
County Circuit Court here. Rens 
is charged with forging an indorse- 


ment to a House clerical warrant 
for $31.50, and with possessing auc 
uttering the forged indorsement. 

The jury selected to try Rens is 
composed of nine Cole County farm- 
ers, two former guards at the Mis- 
souri penitentiary and a _ barber. 
The members are: Henry Hentges, 
J. K. Smith, Andrew Shannon, 
Steve Bode, Ben Hagner, Dell Sim- 
mons, Alois Prenger, J. A. Farmer 
.and Leo Hunepohl, all farmers; D. 
Chambers and Emil Schneider, for- 
mer prison guards, and Pete Preng- 
er, a barber. The jury was selected 
from the same panel from which a 
jury was selected last week for the 
bribery trial of State Representative 
Edward L. Britain of Greene Coun- 
ty. Eight members of the jury 
chosen for the Rens trial are mem- 
bers of the jury which acquitted 
Britain last Wednesday. 

The minimum penalty for first- 
degree forgery, of which Rens is 
accused, is 10 years in the peniten- 
tiary and the maximum life-.im 
prisonment. 

Bogus Huegel Brought Into Case, 

An attempt by the defense to 
prevent the State from putting be- 
fore the jury the fact that Rens 
produced a “ringer” for his House 
clerk, when Prpsecuting Attorney 
Sevier was investigating the alleged 
forgery by Rens of a warrant is- 
sued to the clerk, succeeded tem- 
porarily, but Sevier finally got it 
before the jury in his opening 
statement. 

Circuit Judge Stillwell first di- 
rected Sevier not to discuss the 
“ringer’’ transaction in his opening 
statement, after the defense had ob- 
jected, but allowed the statement 
to go in when Sevier pointed out 
the transaction took place in Rens’ 
prce-ence, 

Sevier told the jury that Rens, 
when under investigation, had stat- 
ed Lawrence Huegel Jr. of Jeffer- 
son City, the clerk involved, was 
not the real Huegel. Rens said the 
real Huegel resided in St. Louis 
and would be produced. Subse- 
quently, Sevier said, Rens appeared 
in Sevier’s office with a youth he 
introduced as Lawrence Huegel Jr. 
This youth signed an affidavit that 
he was Huegel. As has been told, 
this youth subsequently proved to 
be George W. Ittner Jr., 1722 Simp- 
son place, St. Louis. Ittner admit- 
ted the deception, in a second affi- 
davit, and said he entered into it, 
at Rens’ request, to help him out 
of trouble. Rens and Ittner are 
members of the same fraternity. 
Ittner is a student in the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. 

Paul A. Richards of St. Louis, 
one of Rens’ attorneys, said the de- 
fense would object to introduction 
of any festimony on the Ittner 
transaction, on the ground it was 
a separate transaction from the al- 
leged forgery and could have no 
bearing On proof of a ¢harge of for- 
gery.

15-YEAR-OLD SLAYER GETS 
LIFE FOR HOLDUP MURDER 


Crown Point, Ind., Youth Changes 

Plea to Guilty; Grins When 
Sentenced.

CROWN POINT, Ind., Ocf. 12.— 
Perry Swank, 15-year-old school- 
boy, pleaded guilty before Judge 
Martin Smith today of the murder 
of Eugene Duckworth and was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 

The youth changed his plea of 
not guilty immediately after his 
trial was called, 

Swank, who confessed he killed 
Duckworth while robbing the lat- 
ter’s filling station, and showed in- 
difference to the crime after ar- 
rest, paled when Judge Smith, dur- 
ing his remarks preceding the sen- 
tence, mcntioned electrocution. 
“Tf all killers were electrocuted,” 
said Judge Smith, “we would have 
fewer crimes like the one to which 
you pleaded guilty.”

ROY C. TOOMBS 
10 GO 10 PRISON 
PENDING APPEAL 


Appellate Court Refuses 
Bond to Former President 


of International Life In- 


surance Co. 


Roy C. Toombs, former president 
of the International Life Insurance 
Co., must go to Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary and remain there while 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals is considering his appeal 
from his two years’ sentence for 
misuse of the mails, imposed by 
District Judge Davis. 

The District Attorney’s office was 
notified by telegram today that the 


Court of Appeals, sitting in Oma- 
ha, denied Toombs’ petition for re- 
lease on bond pending his appeal. 
Toombs, now in the city jail, will 
be taken to Leavenworth within a 
few days. 

Toombs was released early in 
August from the Missouri peniten- 
tiary where he served 17 months 
and nine days of a two-year terfh 
imposed by the State court for is- 
suing unauthorized stock of the 
insurance company. He was un- 
der indictment in Federal Court 
on the charge of using the mails 
in furtherance of a scheme to de- 
fraud. Both the State and Federal 
charges grew out of the transac- 
tions by which Toombs removed 
$3 562,000 of the insurance com- 
pany’s assets in transactions with 
his Chicago brokerage firms, 
throwing the company into bank- 
ruptcy. p 

Because of the similarity of the 
charges, Toombs and his lawyers 
supposed that the Federal Court 
would be willing to accept a plea 
and admit him to parole, possibly 
imposing a fine but not a prison 
sentence. In this expectation, 
Toombs went before Judge Davis 
Sept. 26 and entered a plea of nolo 
contendere (no contest) to the 
Federal charge. 

Judge Davis, on receiving the 
plea, sentenced Toombs to two 
years. Toombs and his lawyer, 
Patrick H. Cullen, asked that he 
be permitted to withdraw his plea 
and stand trial. Cullen said he Jiad 
gained the impression, in conversa- 
tion with Judge Davis and District 
Attorney Breuer, that Toombs could 
obtain a parole on entering a plea, 
though no definite commitment 
was made by either. 

Judge Davis refused to grant the 
n-otion for changing Toombs’ piea, 
and he refused te grant Toombs’ 
release on appeal bond. The mo- 
tion for a supersedeas order, to ad- 
mit Toombs to bond pending his 
appeal, was argued by Cullen and 
Etreuer before the Court of Ap- 
peals at Omaha cast week. Ap- 
pcllate Judges Kenyon and Gar.i- 
ner and District Judge Reeves sxut 
on the case, 

The Court of Appeals will con- 
sider Toombs’ appeal either at its 
December term, to be held in &t. 
Louis, or at the May term in St. 
Paul. Toombs, after his release 
from Jefferson City prison went 
to work for an oil firm in 
Winfield, Kan., and his recent pe- 
tition stated that he wished to re- 
rain at liberty in order to con- 
tinue working there, and to sup- 
port his wife and child.

EDISON DEFINITELY FAILING 
DAY 10 DAY, DOCTOR SAYS 


Loss Is Very Gradual, Due to Great 
Vitality and Strong 
_ Heart. 
By the Associated Press, 
WEST ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 12. 


—Thomas A. Edison was said by 
his doctor today to be definitely 


failing from day to day despite the 
fact that each day’s loss was very 
small, 

Dr. Hubert S. Howe, the inven- 
tor’s physician, visited the Edison 
home as usual shortly after 8 
o’clock this morning. After a thor- 
ough examination he sent his regu- 
lar written bulletin to the report- 
ers, but remained in the sick room 
to make further observations. 

Dr. Howe’s bulletin follows: 

“Mr. Edison’s great vitality and 
strong heart are still standing him 
ist good stead. He is definitely fail- 
ing from day to day, but it is a 
very gradual loss. He had a com- 
paratively good night.” 

For the first time in five days 
Mr. Edison was taken out of bed 
yesterday and placed in a chair to 
rest his back. He also was able 
to take a little nourishment. 

Dr. Howe told reporters the in- 
ventor was slowly sinking into the 
coma which precedes death. He 
said Edison had no fluids for a 
week and almost no nourishment of 
any kind. During the past 72 
hours, he said, Edison‘s only nour- 
ishment had peen six teaspoonsf11 
c{ stewed pears. The inventor no 
longer recognizes anyone.

Harry Casey to to Start Fourth Term; 
Killed Winfield Seeman in 
Saloon Brawl. 

Harry Casey, who has served 
three prison terms during his 40 
years, was sentenced to 10 years in 
the penitentiary today for second- 
degree murder and assault to kill. 
He was indicted for first-degree 
murder, but was permitted to plead 
guilty to the lesser charge. 

Casey, ironically dubbed by his 
associates “the Velvet-Tongue Kid,” 
because of the bitterness of his Vil- 
lification of police officers, shot and 
killed Winfield Seeman in a brawl 
in a river-front saloon at 4136 
South Main street last July 6. See- 
man was a former convict. 

Police reported Seeman was 
killed when he threatened an asso- 
ciate of Casey durins a quarrel over 
Mrs. Seeman. Casey exchanged 
shots with police officers who ar- 
rived as Seeman’s body was being 
carried away from the saloon. He 
was wounded in the hand. 


MAN FOUND SLAIN 
IN ROAD IDENTIFIED 


AS THEFT SUSPECT 


Edward Unger, 20, Had 
Been Sought for Month 
for Questioning About 
Drug Store Burglary. 


The body of a murdered man, 
found beside a road a mile east of 
Fenton Saturday afternoon, was 
identified yesterday as that of Ed- 


ward Unger, 20 years old, former- 
ly of 2726A Chippewa street, whom 
police had been seeking for the 
last month for questioning in the 
burglary of a drug store. 

Proceeding on the theory that 
Unger might have been slain by 
criminal associates, police today ar- 
rested two men of a group of four 
who previously had said they were 
implicated with Unger in the bur- 
glary, at the Winkelman Pharmacy, 
2800 Chippewa street, the night of 
Sept. 11. The four, arrested a few 
days afterward, admitted the bur- 
glary, but all named Unger as the 
man who had broken into the 
store and had taken $92 worth of 
merchandise, including a gallon®of 
grain alcohol. The two under ar- 
rest deny any knowledge of how 
Unger met his death. 

Identification was made by Un- 
ger’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Unger, 2726A Chippewa street, 
who went to Jefferson County yes- 
terday to view the body after read- 
ing that the young man had a scar 
on his left hip. Unger, at the age 
of 9, had suffered a burn which 
left a scar. 

The body, unclothed except fur 
a pair of socks, was found on thu 
Horseshoe Bottom road by William 
Barton, a laborer living in the 
neighborhood. The jugular vein 
had been severed, a shot had been 
fired through the head and there 
were two stab wounds in the left 
side of the chest. Indications were 
that the man had been killed at 
some other place about 12 to 15 
hours before. 

Unger’s parents were unable to 
throw any light on the killing. 
They said their son had last been 
employed as a freight handler for 
the Columbia Terminals Co., but 
had not worked for a year. 

While he had been out of work, 
they said, he had been living at 
various places. They said he had 
last visited his home about six 
weeks ago, when he went to see 
his mother, and tHat they knew 
nothing of his associates or what 
he had been doing.

CONTRACT BARRING NEGRO 
TENANTS UPHELD BY COURT 


Judge Hartmann Orders Family in 
House on Cote Brilliante 
Avenue to Move, 


A contract between property 
owners in the 4500 block on Cote 
Brilliante avenue not to sell or rent 
houses in the block to Negroes, was 
declared valid by Circuit Judge 
Hartmann today. 

Accordingly, the Court issued in- 
junctions affecting the premises at 
4525 Cote Brilliante and 4595 Cote 
Briliantle in suits fied by property 
owners seeking to uphold the re- 
strictions. The contract was dated 
July 3, 1925, its duration being lim- 
ited to Oct. 24, 1942. 

Frank C. O'Malley, counsel for 
the petitioners, said the house at 
4525 Cote Brilliante, which was 
sotd to a Negro realty dealer, had 
been restored to the original own- 
er since the suits were filed and 
was not now a subject of contro- 
versy. However, the property men- 
tioned in the other suit, he said, 
had been occupied by a Negro fam- 
ily. The court’s decree gives these 
occupants 60 days in which to va- 
cate. 

When the cases were tried by 
Judge Hartmann no one appeared 
to defend them and the decrees 
were rendered by default. Attor- 
ney O'Malley said the action was 
not in conflict with a recent de- 
cision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court holding invalid restrictions 


TWO GANG KILLINGS 
ON CHICAGO SOUTH SIDE: 


One Victim Is Enemy of Frank

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U. 5. INVESTIGATES 
AGREEMENT WITH 
VANNON S BROKER 


To Review Prosecution, 
Conviction and Parole of 
H. L. Goldhurst at Re- 
quest of Senator Glass. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The 
prosecution, conviction and subse- 
quent parole of Harry L. Goldhurst, 
former New York broker who han- 
dled some stock transactions for 
Bishop James Cannon Jr., will be 
reviewed by the Department of 
Justice. This was promised today 
on behalf of Attorney-General 
Mitchell after Senator Glass of 
Virginia had made public corre- 
spondence in which he sought to as- 
certain whether a “blameworthy 
agreement,” had been made by jus- 
tice officials in New York or else- 
where under which Goldhurst 
wolud receive an early parole in ex- 
change for his plea of guilty. 

Senator Glass wrought Mitchell’s 
attention to a charge that’ the 
broker “in order to avert the ne- 
cessity of summoning Bishop Can- 
non as a witness in his case and 
thus disclosing the prelate’s gam- 
bling transactions, had consented 
to alter his plea and confess his 
crime upon the promise of a nom- 
nal sentence to be afterwards re- 
duced to parole or outright release.” 

To Be Released in April. 
By action of the Federal Parole 


Board, Goldhurst has been ordered 
released next April. He now is at 
Fort Meade, near Washington. At 
the Justice Department it was 
pointed out that the Goldhurst 
case was handled under the New 
York regime of former District At- 
torney Tuttle. , 


The Parole Board, members sald. 
has not been requested to reopen 
its portion of the case either by pée- 
tition or by instruction of the De- 
partment of Justice. 


“It was stated,” wrote the Sen- 
ator, “that Goldhurst, in order to 
avert the necessity of summoning 
Bishop Cannon as a witness in his 
case and thus revealing the prel- 
ate’s gambling transactions, had 
consented to alter his plea and con- 
fess his crime, upon the promise of 
a nominal sentence, to be after- 
wards reduced to parole or out- 
right release. 

“Whether there was a compact 
in New York, as alleged, which 
promised clemency to this swindler 
in compensation for averting the 
appearance in court of his ecclesi- 
astical client, I am not in a posi- 
tion to declare; but, regardless of 
whether the alleged agreement was 
actually made, the undeniable fact 
is that “the reported terms of the 
alleged compact have been official- 
ly carried out. 


Says Broker Was Favored. 


“In short, Goldhurst was among 
those favored convicts who were 
transferred from the Federal pris- 
on at Atlanta to open camps for 
‘accessibility to their friends and 
relatives.” He is now at “Fort 
Meade, near Washington, and has 
been, by the Parole Board, -or- 
dered released next April.” 


Goldhurst, to whom Senator 
Glass referred as a “bucketshop 
adventurer,’ was indicted in May, 
1928, for using the mails to de- 
fraud. Trial was held up for 15 
months. He finally changed his 
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plea of “not guilty” to “guilty” and 
was sentenced to five years, 

Later the activities of Bishop 
Cannon in the stock market be- 
came known and he was tried by 
a church board. Records of the 
transactions were put before the 
grand jury here last week in its 
inquiry into the 1928 political ac- 
tivities of Bishop Cannon. Results 
of that inquiry probably will not 
be known for several days. 

Senator Glass first wrote to At- 
torney-General Mitchell last Aug. 
29, complaining about the “al- 
leged ‘compact” and asking that 
the files in the case be made pub- 
lic. Oct. 6 Mitchell replied that 
the files would be open to inspec- 
tion. Glass last Friday again 
wrote to the Attorney-General, 
complaining about the “alleged 
compact.” 

‘Integrity of Department. 

“All of the circumstances,” 
wrote the Senator then, ‘“‘tend to 
confirm the suspicion that these 
illicit transactions were devised 
and acquiesced in for the purpose 


of shielding the reputation of a 


culprit of more importance than 
Goldhurst himself. 

“You will pardon me “for ex- 
pressing regret that you do not 
seem to realize that the very in- 
tegrity of the Department of Jus- 
tice is involved in the allegations 
about the prosecution and the pa- 
role of this New York bucketshop 
swindler.”’ 

Senator Glass also said that con- 
duct of the case against Goldhurst 
was “confided” to a “former fe- 
male student of Bishop James Can- 
non Jr., the prelate who was al- 
leged to be sufficiently influential 
to have the indictments against 
Goldhurst dismissed and who was 
afterward revealed as an extensive 
operator in Goldhurst’s bucket 
shop.” 

“Not until these astonishing facts 
were brought to the attention of 
District Attorney Tuttle in a sav- 


age protest by a eitizen of New 
York was the case taken from the 
hands of this former student at 
Bishop Cannon’s school in Virginia 
and a definite time fixed for the 
trial of Goldhurst,” Glass wrote. 
“The letter of this New York citi- 
zen bluntly charged that an Assist- 
ant District Attorney in Mr. Tut- 
tle’s office had been the recipient 
of enumerated costly gifts as an in- 
ducement to pigeonhole the indict- 
ments. Significantly enough, this 
shocking charge was not denied by 
the District Attorney in his letter 
of response.” i 

Senator Glass said facts since ha 
been learned by Senate investi- 
gators “which in4icate that bribery 
was used to defeat the ends of jus- 
tice in the Goldhurst case.” 

He said tnat after a purported 
conference in New York between 
Goldhurst, Bishop Cannon and a 
politician, Goldhurst changed his 
plea to guilty and Bishop Cannon 
“to the amazement of nearly every- 
body in Virginia, where a hot po- 
litical campaign, largely precipitat- 
ed by him, was in progress, sailed 
for Brazil.” 


FREIGHT TRAIN FALLS IN RIVER 


One Trainman Drowned, One Es- 
capes in Fiorida Accident, 
By the Associated Press. 
PALATKA, Fla., Oct. 12.—One 


trainman was drowned when the 
engine and four cars of an Atlan- 


tic Coast Line freight train 
plunged from an open drawbridge 
into the St. Johns River at Buf- 
falo Bluff, six miles south of here, 
yesterday. The trainman was R. 
I’, Torrence of Sanford. 

The fireman jumped just as the 
engine ran onto the trestle and 
escaped serious injury. Witnesses 
said a boat had just passed 
through the draw and the reason 
for the failure of the train to stop 
has not been determined.

Known Chiefly for Issuance of

YONKERS, N. Y., Oct. 12.— 
Fleming H. Revell, 81 years old, 
New York publisher, died yester- 
day of complications, following 
upon a fractured pelvis bone suf- 
fered eight days ago in a fall in his 
Riverdale home. 

Mr. Revell entered the publish- 
ing business when only 20, renting 
an office in Arcade court, Chicago, 
where he issued a small religious 
monthly, ‘““Everybody’s Paper.” The 
plant was destroyed in the Chicago 
fire two years later. 

He reorganized his business and 
soon began publishing three other 
magazines, ‘‘Words of Life,” ‘“‘Tem- 
perance Tales,” and “The Sunday 
Sehool Lesson Illustrator.” 

He then entered the book pub- 
lishing field, devoting his major at- 
tention to publication of Evangeli- 
cal literature under the firm name 
of Fieming H. Revell Co. 

He opened a branch office in 

New York in 1887 and the firm, 
from which he retired as active 
president in 1929, now has its 
headquarters on Fifth avenue, with 
branches in Chicago, Toronto, Lon- 
don and Edinburgh. He r@ained 
his position as chairman of the 
board. 
- Revell was a director of the New 
York Life Insurance Co., treasurer 
of the American Mission to Lepers, 
and a trustee of North Field 
Schools.

Canadian Benefits European IL4- 
braries With Photographs 
and Translation. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 12.—Photostatic 
copies of the “Imago Mundi,” 
which Christopher Columbus used, 
are available now in European Ili- 
braries, the result of labors on the 
part of Edmond Buron, archivist 
of the Canadian Government. Here- 
tofore those who wished to see the 
geography, written by Pierre 
Cardinal D’Ailly and containing 
marginal notes b. Columbus, had 
to journey to Seville. 

Buron has‘ photographed the 
original, preserved the pen scratch- 
ings and calculations made by Co- 
lumbus, and has translated te 
book fror. Latin to French. 

The geography shows that when 
writing letters to monarchs for aid 
for his expedition which resulted in 
discovery of America, Columbus 
quoted the Cardinal's writings al- 
most literally, especially when he 
wanted to impress upon the sov- 
ereigns that the ocean was narrow 
and hence it would not take him 
long to cross it.

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CURRIED OR BRAISED 
LAMB 1S ECONOMICAL 


Vegetables Add to Tasty Fla- 
vor of These Meat 
‘Recipes. 


Cheaper cuts of lamb are good 
if carefully cooked, and there are 


no better recipes than curried and 
braised iamb. x 
Curry of Lamb. 

Two pounds neck or breast of 
lamb or mutton cut in.small pieces 
for serving. Mix one-fourth cup 
flour with one teaspoon salt and a 
little pepper and roll the meat in 
it. Melt four tablespoons fat in a 
saucepan and. brown the meat-in 
the fat. Add one sour apple 
peeled and cut in thin slices, one 
onion sliced thin and one table- 
spoon curry powder. Stir to mix, 
then add five cups boiling water. 

Cover closely and simmer for one 
hour until meat is very tender. 
Skim off the fat, and _ thicken 
gravy wtih a little flour, serve with 
a border of boiled or steamed rice 
and sprinkle with minced parsley. 

Braised Lamb. 

Have the butcher bone:-and roll 
a shoulder of lamb. Sprinkle the 
meat with salt, pepper and flour. 
Brown the surface quickly In a 
little hot fat in a saucepan to keep 
the juices in and add to the flavor. 
Mix one-half cup diced carrots, 
one-half cup sliced onions, dhe- 
half. cup diced turnips and one cup 
sliced celery and put them in the 
bottom of a covered pan or Cas- 
serole dish. 

Put the browned meat on top of 
the vegetables and add one cup 
boiling water, two whole cloves, a 
sprig of parsley and one teaspoon 
salt. Cover and cook in a mod- 
erate oven for two and one-half to 
three hours, or allow 40 minutes 
for each pound of meat. 


CREAMED OYSTERS 


“TORAISED ROUND. STEAK 
WITH VEGETABLE GRAVY 


Select a piece ofebottom round 
cut about two inches thick. Rub 
two tablespoons flour and one-half 
teaspoon salt into each side.

WITH MUSHROOMS || 


Pick over two dozen large oysters 
to remove any bits of shell. Wash 
one-fourth pound mushrooms, 
scrape the stems, peel the caps and 
cut each in two or three plecces. 
Melt one-fourth cup butter in a 
saucepan, add the mushrooms and 
cook slowly for five minutes. Stir 
in four tablespoons flour and when 
blended add one and one-half cups 
milk. Stir constantly over a slow 
fire until thickened, smooth and 
boiling. 

Seasoh with one-half teaspoon 
celery salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
paprika, one tabiespoon lemon 
juice, one-half teaspoon salt, a lit- 
tle pepper and one-fourth teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce. Add _ the 
oysters, drained from their juice, 
and heat to the boiling point. Sim- 
mer for two or three minutes and 
serve on toast or in patty shells. 
Serves four. 


ESCALLOPED POTATOES: 
WHITE AND SWEET 


Escallored potatoes cook in much 
less time ifghe sliced potatoes are 
boiled for five minutes before they 
are baked. Slice the raw potatoes 
quite thin. Cover with boiling wa- 
ter, add a large sliced onion to cach 
six potatoes. Boil for five minutes, 
drain and put into a buttered shal- 
low baking dish, spreading them 
out in a layer about one and one- 
half to two inches thick. 

Sprinkle two tablespoons flour 
over the potatoes and season with 
salt and pepper. Dot with three 
tablespoons butter and pour in 
milk to barely cover the potatoes. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 35 
minutes, or until brown on top and 
crtamy throughout. 

Escalloped sweet potatoes are 
especially good. They are cooked 
by the method used above, or by 
omitting the onion and adding one 
tablespoon brown sugar mixed with 
one-fourth teaspoon cinnamon. 


Gelatine Croquettes. 

Soften a teaspoonful of gelatine 
in a little cold water and dissolve 
over hot water (using as little wa- 
ter as possible to reduce the gela- 
tine to a liquid). Stir into the cro- 
quette mixture and set aside until 
gelatine has had time to stiffen it. 
Croquettes may then be shaped 
very easily, and the heat of the 
frying will dissolve the gelatine 
again, making the inside of the 
croquettes soft and creamy. 


Steak Stuffed With Potatoes. 

Pound a round steak flat, sprin- 
kle with chopped onion and pars- 
ley and spread with a thick layer 
of highly seasoned mashed pota- 
toes. Roll, tie inta shape, brush 
with beaten egg, sprinkle with 
crumbs and’ cook in a moderate 
oven in a covered pan for one and 
one-half hours. Remove string and 
serve with tomato sauce. 


Okra Baked With Tomato. 

Melt two tablespoons butter and 
In it brown a small sliced onion. 
Into this stir a quart of washed and 
sliced okra. Season with salt and 
pepper. Put in baking dish and 
pour over one-half pint stewed 
fresh or canned tomatoes. Bake for 
one-half hour, sprinkle with 
minced parsley. 


Egg Sandwich, 

Take one-inch thick slice of 
bread and toast on both sides. 
Split, butter untoasted sides after 
spliting, spread one piece with 
scrambled eggs and cover with 
other plece of toast. 


Coffee Cake. 

Mix % cup sugar, 1 tablespoon 
butter, 1.cup milk, 2 eggs, 2 cups 
flour, % cup raisins, and 2 tea- 
spoons baking powder. Mix sugar 
and cinnamon and sprinkle on top, 
dot with butter. Bake 15 minutes.

CHOWDERS ARE G00D 


Nothing Better for the First 
Cool Evenings Than Either 
of These Recipes. 


They take time to prepare and 
care in cooking, but results are 
worth all of it, for chowders are 
both substantial and tasty. 

Fish Chowder. 

Cook three large potatoes in 
two cups water until tender. Cook 
together three minced slices of 
bacon or salt pork, one-third cu} 


finely sliced onion. but do not 
brown. Add four tablespoons flour, 
and when smooth, add one quart 
soup stock, and two cups of milk, 
stirring well, then add diced pota- 
toes and water in which cooked two 
tablespoons butter, one tablespoon 
tomato sauce, a litle salt and pep- 
per, and 2 cups of cooked, diced 
fish. Simmer slowly for 1 hour. 
Vegetable Chowder. 

Saute one-fourth cup salt pork 
cut in pleces in a large saucepan 
until brown. Add one sliced onion, 
and cook five minutes, then add 
one cup of diced turnips and one 
cup of diced carrots with enough 
water to cook for 15 minutes. Add 
one cup of diced potatoes, a few 
celery leaves, and cook until all 
vegetables are tender, Then add 
two cups hot milk afid heat to 
boiling point. Thicken with a lit- 
tle flour rubbed to a smooth paste 
with water. Just before serving 
add salt and two tablespoons but- 
ter. 


Onions, Apples and Steak. 

In bottom of well-oiled shallow 
baking dish put three-quarters cup- 
ful of sliced Bermuda onions, and 
over these place three cupfuls of 
sliced apples. Mix one pound of 
ground round steak with one tea- 
spoonful of salt and one egg, and 
form into small flat cakes. Arrange 
cakes, each with a ring of green 
pepper on the apples, pour in one- 
meat stock or 
water and bake one-half hour in a 
moderate oven. 


Carrot Strips. 

Scrape carrots, slice them length- 
| wise in thin pieces and again cut 
— slice in long pieces. Cook un- 
til tender in a covered pan in as 
little boiling salted water as possti- 
ble. When terder, drain and séa- 
son well with butter, salt and pep- 
Let the carrots simmer for a 
few minutes in the butter.

DARK CrOGOLATE CAKE 
IS LUSCIOUSLY RICH 


Made With Custard Layers and 
Iced With Cocoa and Cof- 
fee Flavored Recipe. 


This is really almost black in its 
chocolae richness and is a good 
recipe to have for the bridge 
luncheon, or other company day 
when something especially good is 
wanted for dessert. It is made in 
two parts, and for the first, make 
a custard by melting six ounces of 
chocolate in upper part of double 
boiler. Mix one beaten egg yolk, 
one cup milk and one cup of gran- 
ulated sugar and add to chocolate, 
cooking until smooth and thick. 
Stir constantly while cooking. Let 
cool. 

Then cream one-fourth pound 
butter and one cup sugar until 
light, add three egg yolks and beat 
to a smooth, creamy batter. Add 
beaten whites of three eggs, one 
ana one-half cups flour and one- 
half cup milk. Beat well, then 
add another half cup of flour in 
which one teaspoon soda has been 
mixed. Finally, add the cooled 
chocolate custard and bake in 
moderate oven for 25 minutes. 
Spread with fhe following icing: 

Mix one pound confectioners 
sugar with five full tablespoons 
sugar. Drop in piece of soft but- 
ter size of egg, and gradually stir 
in enough hot coffee until mixture 
is ready to spread—about two and 
one-half tablespoons of coffee 
should be enough. Add last one 
teaspoon vanilla. 


STUFFEG ONIONS 
WITH BUTTERED CRUMBS 


Select medium-sized dry onion. 
Remove the outer dry skin and boil 
in salted water until rather tender. 
Drain. Remove the centers, leav- 
ing a substantial ‘shell. Chop the 
centers and add to them an equal 
quantity of buttered crumbs, moist- 
en with bouillon, refill the shells, 
sprinkle buttered crumbs on top 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
about 30 minutes, basting Occasion- 
ally. 

For about six medium-sized on- 
icns, it will require about one and 
one-half cupfuls of buttered bread 
crumbs (made by melting two ta- 
blespoonfuls of butter in a frying 
pan and stirring in the crumbs un- 
tii coated), and one and one-half 
cupfuls of bouillon made by two 
bouillon cubes in One and one-half 
cupfuls of boiling water. Add addi- 
tion seasoning to taste. 


SALMON OMELETTE 


Cook one small ogion and a 
chopped pepper in bacon fat until 
@ moderate brown. Add one and 
one-half cups cooked tomatoes, 
one-half teaspoon salt, dash of pep- 
per and one can of pink salmon 
flaked. Simmer 10 minutes. Add 
one tablespoon flour beaten smooth 
in one-half cup milk. Remove 
from fire. 

Whip in well beaten yolks of 
four eggs. Pour in well buttered 
flat bottom skillet. When partly 
cooked spread over one-half the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Fold the 
other half of the yellow mixture 
over the whites. Bake in moderate 
hot oven for 10 or 12 minutes. 


SWEET POTATO CUSTARD 


Wash, boil, peel and mash three 
medium-sized sweet potatoes. Beat 
ir. one-quarter cup sugar, two ta- 
blespoons butter, a pinch of salt, a 
quart of milk and a little nutmeg. 
Beat thoroughly and finally farce 
through a colander. Add last two 
well-beaten eggs, turn into buttered 
baking dish and bake in slow oven 
until firm. 

A half cup each of chopped wal- 
nut meats and chopped raisins and 
a teaspoon vanilla added to this 
custard before baking makes a de- 
licious and rich dessert. 


Hashed Brown Potatoes. 

Chop potatoes fine and season 
with salt, pepper and paprika and 
moisten with a very little cream; 
stir well. Melt a tablespoon of but- 
ter in a frying pan, place potatoes 
in it. Press down well with broad 
bladed knife, smooth over the top 
and piace the pan where the pota- 
toes will cook rapidly for a few 
minutes. 

After that set the pan at the 
back of the range, where the pota- 
toes simmer and brown. Then the 
broad bladed knife is slipped under 
them and they are folded over like 
an omelet. Place the folded pota- 
toes on a hot platter and serve 
with chops, steak, fried ham or 
cutlets. 


— 


Fried Okra. 

Take two quarts young okra. 
wash, dry thoroughly, then cut 
crosswise in pieces about half an 
inch thick. Heat four tablespoons 
fat in heavy skilet, add okra, cover 
and cook for about 19 minutes, stir- 
ring often to prevent burning. Re- 
move, cover and cook until okra is 
tender and lightly brown. 


SHRIMP SALADS ARE 
LUNCHEON FAVORITES 


Fresh or ‘Canned Fish May Be 
Combined With Fruit or 
Vegetables. 


The bridge or luncheon guest 
usually likes shrimp salad and as 
it is not served quite as often as 
chicken salad it is a wise choice 
for the first fall luncheon. 

Jellied Salad. 

Blend one tablespoon gelatine 

and two teaspoons sugar, moisten 


with two tablespoons cold water. 
Add two cups strained, seasoned 
hot tomatoes, and-stir until gela- 
tine is well dissolved. Cool and 
when almost at the setting point, 
stir in one-third cup minced green 
peppers and one and one-half cups 
diced shrimps, either canned or 
fresh. Turn into mold which has 
been dipped in cold water, and 
chill, Serve with mayonnaise, and 
garnish with slices of hard boiled 
eggs. 

Shrimp and Pineapple Salad. 

Combine one and one-half cups 
canned or fresh shrimps, one cup 
canned pineapple diced, one-half 
teaspoon galt, dash of paprika, two 
chopped sprigs of chives. Just be- 
fore serving pour over six table- 
spoons Frepch dressing and mix 
well. 

Shrimp and Carrot Salad. 

Cut one can shrimps in small 
pieces, rinse in cold water. Pee! 
and put enough carrots through 
grinder to have two cups. Add to 
shrimps and mix with mayonnalse. 
Serve on lettuce with slices of 
olives and pimiento. — 


FRIED MUSH 


FOR LEFT-OVER CEREALS 

Make mush in the regular way. 
Turn it into a shallow greased pan, 
smoothing the surface evenly. When 
cold, turn the mush from the pan. 
Cut cold mush into slices about one- 
quarter inch thick and fry until 
brown and crisp in a hot skillet. 

If preferred, the slices may be 
sprinkled with flour, or dipped 
first in salted beaten egg and then 
in bread or cracker crumbs before 
frying. The fat should be hot, so 
that a crust will quickly form upon 
the slices and prevent them from 
soaking up any grease. Cornmeal, 
oatmeal and other cereals may be 
fried in the same way. 


Fruit Appetizers. 

Fresh fruits included in appetiz- 
ers served at the beginning of the 
meal fill a valuable purpose by 
stimulating the digestive juices. 
Oranges and lemons are particular- 
ly effective because of their fruit 
acids,

STUFFED TENDERLOIN OF BEEF 


Secure a tenderloin weighing 4 
or 5 pounds. Slit it open down one 
entire side but do not cut all the 
way through. Have ready 1 ‘carrot 
and 2 or 3 stalks of celery cooked 
almost soft. Spread the meat apart 
and rub both inside and outside 
with salt and brush Hghtly with 
melted butter. Place the parbgiled 

carrot and celery inside and tie the 
roast to give it a nice even shape. 

Add a little fat to the roasting 
pan into which a sliced onion and 
a few whole black peppers have 
been put. Place the roast in the 
pan and cook in a hot oven for 30 
to 35 minutes, reducing the heat 
after searing. It will be necessary 
to baste frequently, as the tender- 
loin does not have as much fat as 
the ribs. Serve on a platter gar- 
ni with vegetables. 


H and Orange Sauce. 

ComVine one cup honey, one-half 
cup finely chopped orange peel, 
one-half cup orange juice and a lit- 
tle dash of salt.

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CULTURE DISCOVERED 


Archeologist Thinks They Are 
Evidence Tribes Originated — 
in Asia. 


the Associated Press. 
OY WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.— An 


ancient piece of armor, worn by a 
northland warrior perhaps 1000 
years ago, is the latest clew to the 
mystery of the Eskimos’ origin. — 

Discovery of a breast plate made 
of whalebone stramg enough to 
ward off primitive arrows and 
spears has been reported by Mo- 
reau B. Chambers, representative 
of the Smithsonian Institution. He 
found the armor, with many other 
relics of the long-vanished “golden 
age” of Eskimo history, while ex- 
cavating prehistoric village sites on 
St. Laawrence Island in the Bering 
Sea this summer. . 

Beautifully carved ornaments, 
weapons and tools, found on the 
older village sites, give additional 
evidence that the Eskimos origin- 
ated in Asia, says Henry B. Collins 
Jr., Smithsonian Institution arche- 
ologist. 

The Eskimos are known to have 
come to America long after the 
original ancestors of the Indians 
crossed from Asia, probably by way 
of Bering Strait, Collins said. 
Where they originated, why the 
beautiful art of their prehistoric 
“rolden age” degenerated much as 
did that of the ancient Greeks, ar> 
mysteries scientists are seeking to 
solve. 

Five village sites on St. Lawrence 
Island, dating back to the oldest 
known Eskimo culture of 2000 to 
3000 years ago, furnish a complete 
cross section of Eskimo history 
covering that period of time. Eski- 
mos lived there for centuries be- 
cause walrus, seal and whale were 
plentiful. 

Preserved in the frozen soil for 
hundreds of years, Chambers found 
tools made of flint lashed in the 
ends of split sticks, with the orig- 
inal lashings of flexible whalebone 
still in place.

At Nizni-Novgorod, Harry F. 

Miter, chief engineer for the Aus- 
tin Co. of Cleveland which is sup, 
ervising the construction of a 
Russian Ford motor car plant, es- 
timated that $20,000,000 worth of 
American building and industrial 
machinery could have been sold to 
the Russians for the Nizni plant if 
American manufacturers had been 
on the alert. 
At-Chelyanbinsk in Siberia, where 
the Soviet Government is building 
the largest tractor factory in the 
world, John Thome of Peoria, IIl., 
who is in charge of the experi- 
mental plant, declared that $13,- 
000,000 worth of American machin- 
ery could have been sold to equip 
the entire plant.

‘In general.” he continued, “the 
Russians need and want from the 
United States the equipment re- 
quired for modern industrial plants. 
This includes steam and gasoline 
excavators, heavy trucks and struc- 
tural steel for the buildings. For 
equipping the plants they need ma- 
chine tools such as dies, planes, 
lathes, shapers and hammers. They 
need vast quantities of sewerage 
and electrical equipment for need 
sanitary systems and the powe 
plants, For their water supply they 
need pumps of 10,000,000 to 15,- 
000,000 gallons a day capacity. In

and looted food shops. Twelve ar- 
rests were made and headquarters 
of the unemployed were padlocked 
because of alleged threats against 
the Mayor. Bakers were on strike 


fore the Fish Committee and the 
Treasury Department raised a rum- 
pus over the alleged “dumping” of 
Russian goods in the United States. 
This factory is still in the market 
for small tools. 

At the Dnieprostroy hydro-elec- 
tric project at Kichkas $3,000,000 
worth of construction machinery 
and a similar arnount of power 
equipment was bought in the United 
States. The cost of the entire proj- 
ect, including dam, power house, 
industrial plants and apartments for 
workers, is estimated at $350,000,- 
000 to $400,000,000. Much of this 
money, according to American en- 
gineers in charge, could find its 
way to the United States. 

These are only a few of the large 
Russian developments where Amer- 
ican machinery could be used.

An Important Factor in the Current Eco 

nomic Stagnation. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NE of the important factors involved 
in the severity of the current eco- 
nomic stagnation, and leading up to the 
distinct possibility of a general world 
financial collapse, seems to be the failure 
of leadership in America to orient poli- 
tics and finance to our post-war status of 

a@ creditor nation. 

For example, the nation still clings to 
the high protective tariff of traditional 
pre-war Republicanism, a policy at best 


relief of unemployment and the stabilization of in- 
dustry. 

Labor’s program was contained in the report which 
the executive council of the American Federation of 
Labor presented to the Federation’s annual conven- 
tion at Vancouver, B. C.; that of capital in the re- 
port of a special committee of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. The proposals which made 
up each of the programs related in part to the provi- 
sion of relief in the present emergency; in part to 
methods of preventing future depressions. 

Labor would relieve existing unemployment by hav- 
ing employers promise to discharge no more work- 
men; by having each of our 3,000,000 employers take 
on two additional hands; by prohibiting child labor 
and keeping children fn school; by shortening the 
working day and the working week; by spreading 
employment over a larger area through part time 
work and staggered shifts; by giving preference in 
employment to laborers who have dependents and 
by providing for the remaining unemployed through 
private and public systems of financial relief. 

Capital indorses the program of the President's 
Committee 8n Unemployment by insisting that local 
rather than Federal authorities must assume the 
burden of finding jobs for those who are out of work. 
Both groups urge the initiation of extensive public 
works as a means of increasing employment and 
stimulating busines: recovery. 

In the main these proposals are familiar, conserva- 
tive, practicable. Unfortunately, however, they offer 
us small hope of any speedy delivery from the eco- 
nomic impasse in which we now find ourselves. Even 
though we exert ourselves to the utmost, we will 
still be called upon this winter for a large measure 
of charitable relief. The proposals which aim to 
forestall future business recessions and to cope with 
future unemployment are at once more radical and 
more fundamental.

By an interesting coincidence, labor and capital 
have both presented us with broad programs for the 


much which might operate to insure future business 
stability. However, Congress will be chary of lessen- 
ing the strictures of the anti-trust laws. There is 
great peril in such a course. The monopolies we 
have now under temporizing decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court are good neither for the nation 
nor industry itself. What the people who are pressing 
for this change primarily have in mind is enlarging 
the giant corporations, pushing the merger evil still 
farther out of bounds and at last presenting indus 
try with a Frankenstein which will destroy both it 
and the country. How such a course can be squared 
with our boasted American individualism is beyond 
us. The Russian machine, which controls everything, 
differs from what we would have only by putting the 
state in control instead of private capital. 

Both groups recommend the creation of a National 
Economic Council. Labor would have this body es 
tablished by the Government, its members appointed 
by the President. Capital would have it organized 
by the national Chamber of Commerce, its members 
to represent the business interests of the country. 
Such a council would employ scientific experts, carry 
on continuous study, formulate long range plans for 
the national economy and sound warnings against 
excesses in business and in speculation. Irrespective 
of differences in the details of organization, it is 
highly significant that representative groups of work- 
ers and employers are thinking along the lines of 
the conscious centralized direction of economic de 
velopment. In the situation lies great hope for the 
future of American business. 

As an intelligent approach to international eco 
nomic policy, these programs are less. encouraging. 
The Chamber of Commerce, to be sure, urges dis- 
armament. “It is our. belief,” it says, “that another 
war would be even more terrible and destructive than 
that which ended nearly 13 years ago. We believe 
that the security of modern civilization would be 
jeopardized by another calamity of such magnitude. 
We therefore urge that every possible step be taken 
for international disarmament and that every force 
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only defensible in a debtor nation, but no 
longer consistent with interest receipts on 
foreign investments. These investment

France declared war, not expecting} 
that the friendly South German Cath-| 
olic states would fight with Protestant | 
Prussia against her, but they did so. She| 
was defeated by larger armies, con-| 
demned to pay an indemnity of $1,000,-| 
000,000, cede two - provinces, permit} 
German armies to remain more than | 
three years until full payment was made | 
and endure the further humiliation of the! 
first proclamation of the Prussian King 
as Emperor of United Germany from 
Versailles. Now Germafhy is repeatedly 
defaulting terms far more merciful. 

It is not true, as your correspondent 
eharges, that Jeff Mackay also “forgets 
to mention that the catastrophe of 1914 
was brought about more by French striv- 
ing for revenge than by any other cause.” 
This perversion of well known facts for 
the purpose of shifting Germany’s re- 
sponsibility for the war is in line with 
her repudiation of treaties, signed agree- 
ments, paper money issues, submarine 
pledges to our President, followed by 
treacherous efforts to involve us in a war 
with Mexico and Japan, disabling of 
German vessels in American waters and 
torpedoing of our ships on the high seas 
while we weré neutrals, which finally 
compelled us to declare war on her.

For this 
economy in labor we have to thank science, 
invention, our patent systems, industrial or- 
ganization and efficiency engineering. And 
we do thank them. It is doubtless desirable 
in the long tun that the work of seciety 
be accomplished with a minimum of labor. 
But it is desirable only on condition that 
fundamental human rights involved shall 
not be ignored. Such a right is the right to 
live. Certainly the world does not owe a 
man a living. But just as certainly it does 
owe him a chance to make a living. He has 
a right to work, a right as binding on the 
conscience as the rights of property. 

In my opinion the dole is not the best 
method. But who can say that such a dis- 
employed worker is without a just claim? 
Should society take all the gains of indus- 
trial progress and unload the losses on this 
humble worker?

The 
street is opened, but not until compensation 
is made to the owners thus evicted. Shall 
we be less just to the humble toiler evict- 
ed from his job by the inventor or effici- 
ency engineer, working under government 
policy for the benefit of society? Shall he 
be evicted from his livelihood unless he is 
provided another, or compensation? 

You say, “If you do not think the dole 
is the best method, what method do you 
propose ?”’ 

My answer is—equipartition of existing 
employment. I mean by that a fair divi- 
sion of the employment actually available 
among all the workers willing and able to 
work. The world owes a man a chance to 
make a living. This right, in application, 
means that this werker is entitled to his 
share, to an equal share of current employ- 
ment, however much reduced. The §8,- 
000,000 now unemployed are victims of 
the failure of society to apply among wage 
workers this principle of equipartition. 


An investigation by the Department of 
Labor, made at my instance, shows that, 
with a five-day week of eight hours a day, 
34 per cent extra employes could be taken 
on in the cotton goods industry. With a 
like five-day week in the woolen and worst- 
ed industry, 21 per cent more could be 
employed. Such treatment, the figures 
show, would solve the disemployment prob- 
lems in those industries. In a statement 
embracing 8,778,156 full-time employes, it 
is similarly shown that 27 per cent, or 2,- 
402,818 extra employes, could be taken on 
with an eight-hour day, five-day week. 

We should be able to rely on the natural 
instincts of men to apply this principle of 
equal rights, and often we can. Unfer- 
tunately, fts violation is rather general. A 
depression occurs, cutting down normal 
work demands by one-third, from six days 
a week to four. The management in many 
cases furloughs one-third of the men, that 
is, gives four men six days a week instead 
of giving its six men four days a week. The 
management has no moral right to discrim- 
inate in this way against one-third of its 


eS of our unemployment is due to 


men, no more right than it has to dis- 
criminate among its stockholders. 

If the net income of the company should 
fall short one-third, it would not pass the 
dividend as to one-third of its stockholders 
in order to pay a full dividend to the oth- 
ers. But the stockholders are protected; 
they have been granted legal rights. The 
principle of equipartition of the income has 
been legalized for their protection. Former- 
ly a debtor, like the employer now, could 
discriminate among his creditors and give 
all his assets to the creditors he preferred 
ignoring the others. But the social con- 
science rebelled against this injustice, and 
the insolvency laws now compel a propor- 
tional partition of the assets. 

It may strike you as odd that a right 
tantamount to existence itself should thus 
be found utterly lacking fn legal sanctions. 
But if we remember that, unlike the in- 
dividualistic industry which it has supplant- 
ed, our present corporate industrial system 
is a newcomer, we can understand that it 
has not had time to perfect itself In all its 
important relations. It has taken two gen- 
erations to give us workmen’s accident 
compensation laws, while equality in the 
right to work, though indisputable, has not 
even yet become an imstitute of the law. 


The shortage of markets to support a six- 
day week has come to stay, to stay and get 
worse until another kind of great invention, 
creating new demands on industries, bal- 
ances the inventions which are now cut- 
ting down the demands for labor. I am 
thinking of television adapted to the home, 
of flying apparatus which will safely cross 
the seas in a day, inventions which would 
take up the workers disemployed by the 
labor-saving inventions. In the past, such 
inventions as the automobile have served in 
a rough way to effect an equilibrium be- 
tween the producing and consuming forces 

But with $8,000,000 disemployed we can- 
not wait longer, hoping invention will come 
to right our situation. Safety to our in- 
stitutions and fustice to the disemplioyed 
give like prudent counsel Our organized 
industrial system must accept full obliga- 
tion to employ and thus maintain all that 
part of the human family employed and 
maintained under the individualistic system 
which it has displaced. Even the institu- 
tion of slavery accepted such an obligation 
to feed and clothe the slave, whatever 
should happen to crops or markets. This 
our industrial system can do through the 
grant of equal employment. Only when 
the jobs are indivisible for technical rea- 
sons need compensation be applied. 

Momentous alternatives confront us with 
8,000,000 men asking for work and being 
offered only a stone. You know what the 
answer of the human heart has been in 
other countries. It has been the dole. A 
corresponding dole in the United States 
would run into billions of dollars, simulat- 
ing war-time loans in proportion. There 
could be no graver prospect, unless it be 
to assume a Chinese point ef view. as is 
done in some quarters—that the Govern- 
ment should not he concerned, that ft is a 
private matter, and so produce perhaps 
within the United States a state of human

Managerial strategy plays an 


part in world series competition, but Charles E. Street, happy in the 
realization of his burning ambition to win a world championship,

Before the 
series opened he told the writer 
that if Adams could not play, High 
would be his third base replace- 
ment. 

Flowers No Third Baseman, 

“Klowers is not a third base- 
man,” he explained. “He can play 
short or second, but not third. High 
is the best bet there, if Adams can’t 
play.”

had to retire and the teams re- 
turned to St. Louis for the sixth 

ame, Street told the writer, an 
at before the game, that High 
or Adams would be his third base- 
man, that Flowers, he was afraid, 
would be ball shy, and probably 
was definitely out of the series. 

But when Connie Mack sent 
Grove to the hill, Street changed 
his mind. But he figured he was 
playing percentage. Flowers is a 
right-handed batter, and the Old 
Sergeant thought he would be a 
more dangerous hitter against 
Grove than the left-handed bat- 
ting High. 

That was Gabby’s one mistake. 
Flowers was ball shy. He also was 
not a third baseman. He backed 
away from a grounder and made 
a bad throw to first base, and the 
error started the Athletics on a 
four-run rally that gave Derring- 
er his second defeat of the series. 

Street Silenced Critics. 

Otherwise, Street’s strategy and 
his judgment, especially in his 
handling of his pitching, silenced 
all critics. 

Street was justified in picking 
Derringer to open the series. The

When Martin continued to hit 
through four games, Street changed 
his batting order, moved Martin to 
fourth place and dropped Bottom- 
ley to sixth, and that strategic 
move helped the Redbirds to cap- 
ture the fifth game, Pepper driving 
in four of the five runs scored by 
the Redbirds off Héyt, Walberg 
and Rommel. 

In the final game of the series 
High and Watkins opened the first 
inning with singles, and Street or- 
dered Frisch, a pretty good hitter, 
to sacrifice.

Wherein Some Experts Erred. 

In the minds of some unthinking 
persons, my policy in baseball is 
to form a championship baseball 
machine and then smash it. Well, 
that’s wrong. We won pennants in 
1910, 1911, 1913 and 1914, and I 
did break up that team, but there 
were especial reasons for it. In 1914 
a World War started, and there 
was also a baseball war when the 
Federal League entered the field 
to compete with the two majors. 

To hold our players, salaries 
rocketed. I soon found that I was 
paying more money to our players 
than was coming in at the gate. 
and with the great upheaval in 
Europe that embroiled the leading 
nations, the outlook was bad. 

In desperation, I had to lighten 
the load, for I felt that the season 
of 1915 was going to be a poor one, 
with Europe on fire and general 
conditions bad. So I sold Eddfe 
Collins, my best player. to the 
White Sox and disposed of other 
valuable men. Yet it did not take 
me long to regret my action, and I 
soon wished that I had hit on some 
other plan to have retained the best 
of my players and at least have 
kept out of last place in the seven 
seasons that followed 1914. 

Even today we have _ serious 
financial problems, and I don’t sce 
how we can continue to pay the 
salaries we do uniess our attend- 
ance tmproves. 

It has never been our policy to 
attempt to club the public into 
patronizing us. We have never put 
on any side shows to attract a 
crowd.

20-1 SHOT, WINS 
AT FAIRMOUNT

FAIRMOUNT TRACK, Oct. 12.—

Gypsie Chief paid $19.50 to place 
and $8.50 to show, while Watta- 
horse paid $13.02 to place and $6.22 
to show. 

A cold rain that all but hid the 
neighboring Illinois hills, damp- 
ened the enthusiasm of racing fans 
and it was considered Hkely that 
not more than 2000 spectators 
would turn out to watch the eight- 
race prosram over the muddy 
track. 

The second race was marred with 
an occurrence almost similar to that 
in the first race, when Cash Play, 
held at 3% to 1 in the mutuels, 
threw his rider and then bolted 
from the post while the ficld was 
lining up for the start.

HAS 58-POUND 
WEIGHT MARGIN 

OVER SHARKEY 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—The long- 


deferred heavyweight tussle _ be- 
tween’ Sharkey and Primo Carnera 
will .be -held in Ebbets’ Ficld, 
Brooklyn, tonight, if the weather 
man is kind and no serious accli- 
dents befall the Saeiators in the 


meantime. 

Carnera will have an advantage 
of 58% pounds, when he steps in 
the ring to meet Sharkey. Carne- 
ra weighed in at 261 pounds, while 
Sharkey tipped the scales at 202%. 

Sharkey, often a gontender, but 
mever a champion, rules a T7-to-5 
favorite over the huge Italian, to 
whom he must concede five inches 
in height.and about 60 pounds in 
weight. The bout is slated for 15 
rounds, and it may go that far. 

Promoter Jimmy Johnston, who 
soon will be hanging his hat in a 
Madison Square Garden office, is 
taiking of a “gate” of $200,000, but 
the irrepressible experts have cut 
that down to a meager $100,000 in 
their calculations. 

Sharkey and Carnera together 
perhaps have received more verbal 
abuse than all the rest of the 
heavyweights put together. Shar- 
key’s unpopularity, first based. on 
his talkativeness, now can be 
blamed chiefly upon his inconsist- 
ency. When the boys expect him 
to fight a good fight he fights a 
bad one, and it works the other 
way, too, remembering the knock- 
out he scored over Tommy Lough- 
ran. 

As for Carnera, there have been 
too many setups in his campaigns 
and too many rumors of “‘aranged” 
bouts to suit the fistic populace, 
which figures that a man as big as 
Primo ought to be able to win on 
merit without much trouble. 

Certainly the big Italian has not 
proved invincible. He divided two 
bouts with Youne Stribling, both 
decided on fouls, and two with Jim- 
my Maloney, who was knocked out 
by Sharkey in five rounds in their 
last meeting. 

The winner of tonight’s match 
probably will be asked to meet 
Loughran in another “eclimination’’ 
match designed to find an opponent 
for Champion Max Schmeling.

BEARS PREPARE 
TO OPEN VALLEY 
PLAY; BILLIKENS 
TO MEET ROLLA 


By James M. Gould. 
With baseball permanently out 
of the way for 1931, that seeker 
after thrills in sport must perforce 
turn to football. Attention of the 
followers of the game here will be 
focussed on the Friday night game 


between the Billikens and the col- 
orful eleven ‘from the Rolla School 
of Mines. Washington will be 
away this week-end engaging 
Creighton in the Bears’ first Valley 
Conference game at Omaha, Satur- 
day night. 

Any game in which Rolla ap- 
pears is worth focussing on for 
seldom do the Miners present a 
team that hasn’t “got something.” 
Last year’s 33-33 tie between them 
and the Billikens still is being 
talked about. So far as may be 
learned, ue Miners have another 
strong tcam. Last Friday, they 
held Oklahoma City U., a power- 
ful veteran eleven, to six points. 
This same Oklahoma combination 
last year defeated the Billikens, 
21-0, and showed undoubted pow- 
er. Rolla depends greatly on a 
passing attack and as St. Louis U., 
against Coe, also “opened up,” Fri- 
day’s game should rank with last 
year’s as a football! spectacle. 

No Real Attack. 

Opening its Valley season, Wash- 
ington appears to be facing an- 
other defeat. No real attack has 
yet been developed on the Hilltop 
and, football being like baseball in 
this respect, it is the attack that 
makes for scoring and _ scoring 
which makes for victories. Wash- 
ington’'s line is strong enough but 
the lack of backfield speed is a big 
handicap. Ken Beasley has plenty 
of this but the blocking for him 
has been so spotty in character 
than he doesn’t get in the clear 
very often. Just how weak Wash- 
ington’s attack is was shown Sat- 
urday night when the Bears had 
the ball on Westminster’s one-yard 
line on the first dewn and couldn't 
put it across. 

Creighton, last week, fought a 
hard battle with Drake, powerful 
again this year, and was defeated 
19-6. Coach Stark of Creighton, 
watching the Bears in the West- 
minster game,} said Drake had a 
great backfield and real scoring 
Lower so holding them to three 
touchdowns and scoring once would 
indicate Creighton has a_ rather 
farish eleyen. 

Right at this football moment, 
prospects at St. Louis U. and Wash- 
ington are opposite. St. Louis looks 
stronger than for many years while 
the Bears’ team still is in the form- 
ative stage. 

With neither St. Louis college 
team scheduled for hard work to- 
day, both will resume intensive 
practice tomorrow. Coach Walsh’s 
problem would seem to be to keep 
his players from getting stale; that 
of Coach Sharpe to find some way 
of getting his backs in high speed. 
At Washington, it is likely all 
practice days will be given over to 
the offense; at St. Louis U., the 
work will be general with the most 
time devoted to a defense against 
the expected Rolla passing attack. 
The Billikens were bewildered by 
Illinois passes but, against Coe, 
showed that much of their bewild- 
erment from air raids had passed. 
Another Washington problem lies 
in the choice of a quarterback. Sat- 
urday night, Cochrane started at 
the post and later was relieved by 
Hardin and Tyrrell. The fact that 
the offense didn’t function satisfac- 
torily made all three look,‘not so 
hot” even though, in every case, 
the right play might have been 
called. “Taking the air” as early 
as they did against Westminster, 
Washington admitted the remaind- 
er of their attack was futile and 
the fact that the Bears completed 
only seven passes out of 25 doesn’t 
speak so highly of that department, 

Percentage Is .667. 

Both the Bears and the Billikens 
have won two of their three games. 
St. Louis has scored in all three of 
its contests while Washington 
has counted in two. The Billikens’ 
opposition has been the more diffi- 
cult. Only Illinois has crossed the 
St. Louis goal line and Walsh's elev- 
en has scored 59 points to the 20 
gathered by the Illini. Washington 
has scored 24 points against Wil- 
liam Jewell and Illinois College and 
has allowed opdépnents to score 27. 
All these things heing true, par- 
tisans are likely to assume that the 
Thanksgiving day game between 
the Bears and Billikens will be a 
walkover for St. Louis. 

Well, it may be this year, but 
those who know their Washington 
and how the Bears rise to the oc- 
casion against the Billikens, would 
hardly wager the family plate on 
the probability.

Mrs. David S. Long Com- 
bines Homely Chores 
With Executive Post

ACK to the land advocates 


have in Mrs. David S. Long of 
Longcrest Farm, near Harrison- 
ville, a shining vindication of the 
claim we hear them make that the 
wife of a farmer need not live an 
isolated existence nowadays. While 
assuming her full share of all the 
tasks that devolve upon a farm- 
er’s wife, Mrs. Long, at the same 
time, has come to be the leading 
club woman of the State. She was 
elected president of the State Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs last 
April. 


It is a modern farm specializing 
in pure bred stock, equipped with 
all the most improved machinery. 
Still we know that raising 500 
chickens, which was one of Mrs. 
Long’s individual contributions last 
spring, is something that requires 
more than mechanical care. 


She has not surrendered other 
homely tasks and duties to the 
executive job she has undertaken. 
She still plays the piano every 
Sunday in church and she refuses 
to neglect the social life which 
she feels is due her family, the 
family consisting of two boys still 
in school and her husband, a phy- 
sician. Yet 375 women representa- 
tives of the 85 federated clubs 
meeting her upon her first visit to 
the Eighth District at a reciprocity 
meeting held by the Monday Club 
in Webster Groves last week found 
her keenly alive to all the many 
projects the clubs are engaged 
upon and in addition others which 
she hopes to introduce during her 
administration. 


She is young looking, her short 
waved bobbed hair slightly tinged 
with gray, handsome, with a pair 
of radiant dark eyes and the air of 
a person who is in the habit of 
getting things done. 


She was also present at the bi- 
ennial meeting of the Eighth Dis- 
trict at the Coronado Hotel today. 
One of her ambitions is the in- 
troduction of the study and appli- 
cation of mental hygiene by club 
women. Protection of roadside 
beauty and the reduction of Mis- 
souri’s lamentable illiteracy records 
are included in her plans. 

“There are certain rules of physi- 
cal hygiene which we have come 
to understand and live by,” she 
said in an interview. “Likewise 
there are certain rules by which a 
wholesome state of mental health 
can be brought about. Mental 
hygiene is a less explored field, but 
we can make a start. We can sow 
the seed, stimulate an interest in 
the understanding of human psy- 
chology. 

“Our greatest project, one of na- 
tional scope, is on behalf of world 
peace,” she continued. The General 
Federation council at Phoenix last 
April set up the task of obtaining 
the signatures of 1,000,000 women 
to two petitions, one to be sent to 
the Senate asking that the United 
States join the World Court, the 
other to be submitted at the dis. 
armament council to be held in Ge- 
neva in 1932. The General Federa- 


or | tion also reaffirmed its faith in the
